1. (Confidential - JMM) Discussed the Ervin bill problem
today with Sam Papich, of the FBI, who expressed some feelings that the
amendments which we had proposed (CIA, NSA and FBI) had not gone
as far as the Bureau would have liked. He did not go into detail, but
suggested that we should get together with Dave Bowers, who handles
congressional matters for the Bureau, to pursue the matter further.

He said he would mention this to Bowers.

2. (Internal Use Only - LLM) Mr. Robert Hull, Department of
State, called concerning retirement legislation and advised that the
Civil Service Commission staff is preparing for the possibility of hearings
before the Senate Post Office and Civil Service Commiftee next week on
Senator McGee's companion bill (S. 2326) to the Daniels bill and that the
Administration had apparently decided to defer, at least for this session,
requests for legislation to relate Federal staff retirement systems to
Social Security (minimum guaranteed and transfer of credit concepts).
